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Mack-daddy style? 


Casinos and other high-risk businesses pay a 
fraction of what escorts fork out in license fees. 


BY NOW YOU'VE PROBABLY HEARD 
about Carol-Lynn Strachan. She's 
the Edmonton escort who took the 
city to court on the grounds that E- 
town was playing mack daddy with 
its high license fees. That case was 
dismissed last week. 

Right now escort agencies have to 
pay $4,000 a year for the right to 
operate as a business. That may not 
sound like much, but it is when you 
look at what other city businesses 
are charged. 

A bar pays $150, after-hours clubs 
$250 and even casinos only have to 
pay $2,000. In fact, the only business- 
es charged more than escorts for 
their license fees are carnivals 
(Mexican Circus, Klondike Days, 
etc.) at $1,200 a day to a maximum of 
$12,000. 

And what about other enterprises 
that fall under the adult genre? Well, 
triple-X theatres pay $1,500, exotic 
dancers $100, bath houses $150 and 
massage parlours a mere $60 a year. 

The city’s chief license inspector 
Phil Feron says the escort license fee 
is especially high because agencies 
require more monitoring than other 
businesses. 


The only businesses 


charged more than 
escorts are carnivals. 





But Strachan’s lawyer Peter 
Newton says that monitoring is a 
joke, “They send these guys around 
who check the escort’s client list,” he 
explains. “For instance, you might 
be surprised to know that Lawrence 
Welk, James Bond, Santa Claus and 
Jesus Christ have all had dates with 
Edmonton escorts... 

“Look,” says Newton, “escort 
agencies mean you don’t have street- 
walkers. It’s all done very discreetly 
and I think the city should be happy

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The Unsinkable Molly Parker 


Actor embraces hard work and harrowing roles 


YOU CAN'T GO HOME AGAIN, AS THE 
old adage says, and you can’t help 
but wonder why the protagonist of 
Marion Bridge would want to. 

Agnes (Molly Parker) left behind a 
lot of bad memories and a reputa- 
tion to match when she left her fami- 
ly in Sydney, Nova Scotia for anew 
life in Toronto. Now that she’s back, 
boasting about her own hard-earned 
sobriety and stirring up the dust that 
has only just settled on her family’s 
past, her two older sisters, Theresa 
(Rebecca Jenkins) and Louise (Stacy 
Smith) are more than a little suspi- 
cious of her motives, to say nothing 
of her new substanee-free lifestyle. 

Parker doesn’t identify too closely 
with the character she plays in the 
new film directed by Wiebke von 
Carolsfeld from a script by Daniel 
Maclvor. But even if the BC native 
doesn’t share her character's awful 
secrets and self-destructive personal 
history, she can relate to the impulse 
to overcome the expectations. 

“1 certainly went through a time 
in my life where I could totally relate 
to what Agnes is doing where she 
comes home and wants everyone to 
talk about their problems—like, if 
everyone could just speak it, every- 
thing would be better,” Parker says. 

‘Ina very endearing way, it made 
me laugh, and I love that part of 
Agnes’ journey, thinking she knows 
who her family is and being forced 
to see them ina different way, ina 
new way. | think that’s a struggle for 
most people: we get defined by our 
roles in our family—everyone takes 
those roles on and that’s what's 
expected of you always, so that’s 
how you behave, that’s what you 
do. That's why we go away we 
move away from our families to be 
able to redefine ourselves and to 
define our identity for ourselves.” 

Parker has built a career on defy- 
ing expectations. Her refusal to settle 
for bland girlfriend roles has seen 
her take on challenging and contro- 


versial jobs, starting with her break- 
through role in Lynn Stopkewich’s 
Kissed, in which she played a 
necrophiliac funeral attendant. Her 
follow-up collaboration with 
Stopkewich, Suspicious River, cast 
Parker as a motel clerk who moon- 
lights as a prostitute and falls into a 
sadomasochistic relationship.

her projects. It was Daniel Maclvor's 
screenplay, based on his own play, 
that attracted her to Marion Bridge. 

“To be honest, it was mostly the 
script—even on the page you knew 
exactly who these people were 
because his writing is so specific, his 
dialogue is so nuanced. When you 
look at it, it looks like these run-on 
sentences, but when you say it, it fits 
exactly in your mouth and you 
immediately know who these peo- 
ple are and where they're from. My 
feeling from the beginning with the 
script was that it would be really 

hard to screw up.” 

Parker's participation in Marion 
Bridge wasn’t just a case of her loving 
the script at first sight however. In 
the stage version, Agnes is meant to 
be played by an older woman and 
Von Carolsfeld agonized over not 
being able to cast Parker in the part. 

“She kept calling me over about 
the period of a year and she kept 
going, ‘I want to work with you but 
you're too young, you have to be in 
your mid-30s'... but you know, as 
time goes on, I am getting older so 
the longer it took to make the film 
the better the chance I had,” Parker 
laughs. “But what they ended up 
doing was reworking it so I could 
play Agnes. In the play, Agnes used 
to be the oldest sister and basically 
Daniel rewrote it so I could do it... 
He's so great to work with because 
he’s not precious about [his writing], 
even though it’s quite brilliant most 
of the time. He was willing to 
change things as we were going.” 

Maclvor, who recently directed 
his own first feature with Past Perfect, 
says his adaptability comes from an 
awareness of what it takes to trans- 
pose a story from the stage to the 
screen. 

“The thing about theatre and 
film—people say things are like 
apples and oranges or cats and 
dogs—film and theatre are like 
apples and cats or dogs and oranges. 
That's how different he are to me.”

There’s also 
an occasional tendency towards jar- 
ting editing that makes you blink 
and pop out of the movie, even in 
the slow scenes, which makes the 
action scenes themselves a little less 
than lucid.

Yes, Kar is the brash 
American, but he’s already uncon- 
sciously a fair way down the path 
towards Chow’s philosophy, and 
there’s a cool kinship between them. 

There’s also a romantic interest for 
Kar in Jamie King who plays street- 
kid/ mansion resident Jade, gets 
some good stuff to do, though more 
yummy is the evil Nazi woman 
played by the deliciously-named 
Victoria Smurfit.

But 
no, they just let him walk away, 
and without that basic A-to-B, 
whole-point-of-the-movie back- 
bone, the film just sags. 

So, for instance, there’s no real 
logic, or even twisted illogic, to 
Nicholson’s anger therapy tech- 
niques. It’s not so much “Anger 
Management” as “Crazy 
Therapist.” Supposedly, 
Nicholson is trying to get Sandler 
to quit letting people push him 
around so much—at least, that’s 
how it’s explained at the end of 
the movie. So how does Nicholson 
do this? By forcing Sandler to stop 
his car in the middle of a bridge to 
sing “I Feel Pretty” with him as 
people drive by and yell at them. 
Or by prodding Sandler into flirt- 
ing with a strange woman and 
then hitting on Sandler's girl- 
friend behind Sandler's back. 
There’s just kind of a loose, flabby 
quality to the comedy set pieces, 
without much sense that they’re 
logically building from one to the 
next. The movie's three-quarters 
done before we finally get some 
angry punching fun. 

Even though it’s a jumbled 
mess, there’s still a fair bit 6f com- 
edy spackle trowelled into the 
numerous cracks. Sandler's job, 
for instance, is to design clothes 
for animals, so we get to see some 
cats in silly outfits.

Zombie gives a personal tour of his controversial debut film 


BY NOW YOU'VE PROBABLY HEARD 


the horrible tale of House of 1000 
Corpses. Made for $7 million, 
writer/director Rob Zombie's first 
feature was going to be released 
over two years ago. But the throw- 
back to nasty '70s drive-in horror 
flics was dropped by both MGM 
and Universal due to graphic con- 
tent that Zombie refused to edit out. 
After eventually getting picked up, 
essentially as was, by Lion’s Gate 
films, it debuted in the U.S. last 
weekend, and lumbers into Canada 
this Friday. Here’s what the hillbilly 
rocker had to say about his little 
monster. 


How does it feel to finally have 
your movie in theatres? 


Aw, it’s insane. It’s in-sane. It doesn’t 


even seem real. I picked up Variety 
today, and the movie exploded over 
the weekend. It was crazy. We 
weren't in many theatres. Lion’s 
Gate was hoping to do a million dol- 
lars, but we more than tripled it. We 
have the second highest screen aver- 
age. It’s amazing for a movie with 
very little advertising and no bud- 
get. 


What drew you to the horror genre 


—in the first place? 


Istarted watching when I was really, 
really young, like before I was in 
Kindergarten, and I think the first 
one I ever saw was probably King 
Kong. There's just something about 
being a weird, misunderstood kid 
where you identify with the mon- 
ster. 


What was your goal in making the 
film? 


Treally wanted to create a movie that 


was a bizarre character piece about 
the evil characters, and I really feel 
that comes through. And I think 
that’s what drives the movie and 


takes over. As time goes on there are 


several characters that will live on 
that are bigger than the movie. 


Captain Spaulding will step out, and 


I think Otis is another one. 


Why set it in 1977? 


I wanted to set it in '77 because I like 


the look and I like the music, and I 
wanted the movie to have a primi- 


tive quality to it. I was afraid if it was 


modern day the studio would get 
involved with things, and that could 
be stupid. This way it’s 1977 and 
there's no way to jam current music 


into it because it won't work, But if it 
was modern day, it’s like, ‘Hey, why 


can’t the new Avril Lavigne song be 
playing on the radio?’ Ijust thought 
it helped guard the film against 
cheesy elements that usually take 
over films. 

One thing that really irked the hell 
out of me—you know that film 
Dracula 2000? Every two goddamn 
seconds there was a Virgin 
Megastore product placement. It’s 
ridiculous. I don’t know if that 
could’ve happened [to me] anyway, 
but it was a good defense against it. 
Obviously it would be more prof- 
itable for someone to have a Linkin 
Park song on the soundtrack rather 
than a Buck Owens song, but I just 
didn’t want to do that. 


One of the hallmarks of 70s horror 
that plays heavily in House of 1000 
Corpses is extreme and gory vio- 
lence.

“There’s lots of other baked 
items, and we have gluten-free items 
and non-meat items,” Dhammika 
says, “So, that’s quite a bit, you 
know?” 

Viju at the Savoy’s Health Café 
(11010 - 51 Ave.) spoke enthusiasti- 
cally about their vegetarian offer- 
ings. “I do have some special masal- 
adosa... that’s the most popular 
Indian food,” he says, “Masaladosa 
is spicy but I also do a mixed veg- 
etable dosa that’s potatoes and veg- 
etables.”

Soulfly rises from the ruins of Sepultur

MAX CAVALERA COULD HAVE 
picked a far gloomier name for his 
band than Soulfly — given the trag- 
ic circumstances that engulfed his 
personal and pr ofessional life at the 
time he began the project. It was 
almost seven years ago that 
Brazilian-metal icons Sepultura, 
founded by Cavalera and his broth- 
er Igor, suddenly cracked along an 
unseen fault line, and Max parted 
with the band on unfriendly terms, 
ending a 14-year relationship. 
Earlier in the same year, he lost his 
stepson Dana in circumstances that 
remain suspect (there are allegations 
of murder). The less resilient would 
have succumbed to depression and 
retired from music and public life. 
Instead, Cavalera buckled down 
and put together Soulfly as a spiritu- 
al and emotional outlet, releasing 
three albums since 1998. 

“The name was a dedication to 
Dana, and all the souls of the people 
who are no longer with us in flesh,” 
says Cavalera, who admits he 
would rather deal with the past 
honestly and immortalize it in song, 
than swallow the pain and confu- 
sion of the sudden endings of lost 
loved ones. “Their presence is in the 
spiritualism that comes through in 
our songs. 

While Sepultura broke gr¢ yund by 
merging political and social issues 
with blistering, tribal-influenced 
metal, they were never an overtly 
spiritual or introspective band. 
Instead, they retained a detached, 
third person feel in their lyrical 
themes. Soulfly, on the other hand, 
sees Cavalera approach songwriting 

_ ona level that actively engages and 
experiments with more soulful con- 
cerns—their albums are peppered 
with religious references—not 
unlike how the band explores and 
integrates indigenous percussion 
into its music 

“T believe in God, and I'm a spiri- 
tual person,” says Cavalera. “But I 
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don’t follow one religion. I try to be 
really open-minded and look upon 
all different books and different the- 
ories from all around the world to 
apply to my life. 1 admire someone 
like Zapata in Mexico, and at the 
same time, think Gandhi is great as 
well. It’s all part of the same search 
that everyone pursues, to find the 
truth and what we are looking for in 
life.” 
For Cavalera, part of this search 
required getting directly in touch 
with his culture's tribal heritage. 
Thanks to Sepultura’s success and 
reputation of social integrity, he was

afforded a rare opportunity to 
spend three days with the Xavante, 
one of Brazil's proudest and most 
warrior-minded indigenous tribes, 
and the last to be pacified by the 
Brazilian government. The immedi- 
ate focus was to work on tribal per- 
cussion for Sepultura’s album Roots, 
but the lasting lessons of the experi- 
ence have had much more gravity, 
according to Cavalera. 

“In-many ways, they are much 
more advanced than us,” he 
explains, “Not in terms of technolo- 


gy, but in the actual connection with 


nature and life. They live longer

than us, they have less stress, less 
disease.” 

A history of government interfer- 
ence and increasing commercial 
encroachment on indigenous land 
has meant that this way of life is 
inching closer to the endangered 
list, a reality of progress in modern 
Brazil that Cavalera laments, but 
isn’t sure how to remedy. 

“Unfortunately Brazil, like many 
other nations, is under some illusion 
of materialism,” he says. “It’s noth- 
ing we can really do much about: a 
little kid wants to buy Nike, he 
wants to buy Puma—you try talk- 
ing to them about the trees and the 
history, and they don’t care about 
that stuff. It’s part of globalization, 

it's happening everywhere.” 

But Cavalera tries to carry a more 
enlightened, aware outlook in both 
his personal life and Soulfly’s 
music, which, like Sepultura’s, com- 
pliments jarringly heavy metal 
riffage and deep, guttural vocals 
with the rich textures of history and 
defiance found in Brazilian tribal 
rhythms and percussion. “There's a 
huge mix of European, African and 
indigenous culture in Brazil that we 
were exposed to a as kids—every- 
thing from samba school to tribal 
drumming,” says Cavalera, who 
harbors a deep love for exotic 
instruments and rhythms. 
However, Soulfly shows signs of 
branching out into other traditions 
on their latest release, Soulfly 3. “It's 
not just Brazilian anymore, I've been 
listening to a lot of Middle Eastern 
and African and Australian 
Aboriginal music and percussion,” 
he says. 

Cavalera’s songwriting range has 
also expanded on this album, wed- 
ding traditional heavy elements 
with some softer, acoustic tracks— 
one of which, Tree of Pain, is a con- 
tinued tribute to his stepson. “Every 
Soulfly album has a corner dedicat- 
ed to Dana,” he reveals. 

Seven years on, and Cavalera has 
largely buried his history with 
Sepultura —but some wounds are 
more enduring.

That well-deserved reward comes 
on the heels of Square—a brilliantly 
subversive hip-hop album that takes 
cues from diverse musical influ- 
ences.

There are 
lots of good reasons to break down 
conventions in hip-hop because it is 
a very narrow, closed-minded, con- 
servative field and I am unabashedly 
about breaking that convention.”

This evolution continues with his 
live show. Incorporating lap steel 
and piano into his set, Terfry sets out 
to achieve a sophistication that lives 
up to his influences. With a new 
release expected this fall, fans can 
expect stronger songwriting and 
music that Terfry claims is “prettier,” 
which lends credence to his claim 
that he is not as dark a person as his 
music might make him sound. 
Telling stories and painting pictures 
is what interests him and he promis- 
es that a Buck 65 show will have as 
little aggression and intimidation as 
possible.

Upon first listen, | was confused, as | 
waited for another Alan Parson's-post-Dark 
Side of the Moon-project/disaster. 

However, Lanois’ third solo album is 
something very special; this is his most inti- 
mate statement about what it is to be human, 
to have a spirit, to breathe and, eventually, to 
die. His songs have a sad, powerful tone, an 
earnest sense of mortality, a desire for life to 
be good, and a wish for a spiritual answer 
through the journey of human existence. Not 
only is he an out-of-this-world producer and 
sound engineer—this is the guy who pro- 
duced some of the most important albums of 
the '80s with U2, Bob Dylan, Brian Eno and 
Peter Gabriel, essentially re-defining the 
sound that would permeate the following ten 
years—but Lanois possesses a knack for 
writing a good piece of music, whether it 
turns out to be pop, folk/country, ambient, or 
rock. Lanois is also smart enough to know « 
how to build an album, how to sequence and 
space his moments, how to use instrumen- 
tals (there's at least three of them out of the 
13 tracks) to delay the next bit of the story as 
it unfolds. He also knows how to write a 
“song” with strong lyrics that dance with the 
music, And he is a musician first and fore- 
most. 

Itis quite difficult to be left untouched by 
Lanois’ Shine, an almost flawless album 
Bono and Emmylou Harris show up for 
quick, subdued, quest vocal appearances on 
the two opening tracks. But then you get car- 
ried away by Lanois’ soft vocals, enchanting 
guitars, and years of musical influences all 
rolled into one magical sound combination. It 
certainly won't leave you feeling uninspired

His mix is a big ball of funk and if 
you drop DJ Kicks at your next 
party and people aren’t getting 
down to the Le Tigre track, you 
should probably find new friends.
